C o m p a n y 's 1942 A n n u a l Report, Recently Issued 


“ PEARL HARBOR” was o nly three weeks 
o ld as 1 9 4 2 started, hut already the telepho ne 
sy stem h ad felt the first cf war’s pressing de­ 
mands. 


Mo st metals v ital to war are also v ital to 
telepho ne serv ice. During the y ear we were 
able to g et, fo r ex ample, o nly a tenth o f the 
co pper no rmally needed. 


Telepho ne peo ple so meho w had to make 
this bare trickle o f materials meet demands 
fo r entire telepho ne sy stems at Army camps 
and Nav y bases, fo r serv ice to new war indus­ 
tries, fo r new telepho nes in tho usands upo n 
tho usands o f ho mes. 


Serv ice h eld u p rath er 
v /ell 


The skill and “ kno w ho w ” o f these peo ple 
were in mo st cases equal to the jo h. During the 
y ear the co mpany g ained 1 2 3 ,68 9 telepho nes. 
It ended the y ear with 1 ,8 67 ,7 51 telepho nes 
in serv ice. But in many cities, lines and equip­ 
ment simply co uld no t serv e all w ho wanted 
telepho nes. 


Th e qu ality and sp eed of telep h one 
serv ice 
h eld u p rath er well du ring th e y ear. Th ere 
were ex cep tions, of cou rse. On many crowd­ 
ed long distance lines delay s were u nav oid­ 
able. 
It was inev itable, in su ch a y ear, th at

Ex p enses mount faster th an revenue 


But ex penses climbed ev en faster. They 
jumped fro m a little o v er 8 8 millio n do llars 
in 1 9 4 1 to mo re than 1 0 1 millio n do llars— 
an increase o f 1 5 per cent. Mo st o f this in­ 
crease was a result o f sharply hig her pay ro lls 
and tax es. Tax es g rew fro m slig htly less than 
2 0 millio n do llars in 1 9 4 1 to mo re than 2 4 
millio n do llars. 
The result was that the co mpany matched 
its hig h reco rd with a lo w. 


Earning rate lower than in depression 


The co mpany ’s earning s fo r the y ear were at 
the rate o f 4 .4 per cent on the mo ney it has 
put into the building s, wires, and equipment 
needed to furnish telepho ne serv ice—a lo wer 
rate o f return than was earned at the lo west 
po int o f the depressio n. 
On the w ho le, telep h o n e serv ice was 
hetier in 1 9 4 2 than telepho ne peo ple had 
dared ho pe it wo uld be. This was due in larg e 
part to the co mpetence and fine spirit o f 
serv ice o f the telepho ne men and wo men in 
the So uthwest. It was due also to the under­ 
standing and sy mp ath etic co -o peratio n
